It was out of these revelations 
that the present lobbying probe 
was ordered. It already has pro- 
duced evidence of how a lobby 
can flood the Congress with tele- 
grams. 

The McClellan committee is 
the first to turn up such a clear- 
cut example of this type of 
fraud. The Arkansas senator de- 
clared he has ordered a search 
of the law to see if this sending 
of unauthorized telegrams was a 
‘form of forgery and if such 
acts are illegal within the exist- 
ing laws.’’

This is but one witness. If he 
sent telegrams other companies 
undoubtedly joined in. The com- 
mittee seems bent on digging 
further into the business of how 
lobbies operate in their attempts 
to influence votes in the Con- 
gress. It will be a great public 
service if the committee will pry 
off all possible lids of garbage 
in lobby alley, and. allow the 
smell of it to reach the public. 
Only in that way will public in- 
dignation influence the Congress 
and cause it to enact legislation 
to protect citizens from such 
high-handed arrogance as hav- 
ing their names used without 
consent in what has been re- 
vealed as a very soiled lobbying 
maneuver. 

Meanwhile, the investigation 
has accomplished good. Any con- 
gressman now will suspect that 
most of the telegrams in any 
flood which inundates his desk 
are fraudulent.

Violence offers no possible solution of a troublesome problem 


with which the South is confronted. 


It is clear that the Southern 


states are not minded to bow submissively to a Supreme Court man- 
date calling for racial integration in schools and universities, public 
amusement places, busses, trolleys and railway coaches. 


The high court’s order is being 
resisted as a violation of the rights 
of sovereign states implicit in the 
Constitution. They believe that in- 
tegration as the Supreme Court has 
ordered it is creating misunder- 
standings, strife, suspicion and dis- 
cord and is equally bad for the two 
races living together in a region 
where they have a common inter- 
est of citizenship and a common 
heritage of “‘life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.’’

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Panel Studies: 
Hospital Aid — 
For Indigent |

A special committee to make 


| recommendations concerning hos- 


pital care of indigent patients in 
Georgia was appointed Thursday 
by the Georgia Hospital Care 
Study Commission. | 


The recommendations, which 
are to be made to Gov. Griffin 
by Dec. 1, will stem from a com- 
prehensive survey presented at 
a meeting of the commission at 


the Capital City Club. 

Dr. Virgil Williams of Griffin, 
Frank W. Allicorn Jr. of Warm 
Springs, Oscar Hilliard of Ft. 
Oglethorpe and M. M. Monroe of 
Waycross were appointed to the 
recommendations committee. 
56 OF 159 


The survey showed that no| 
funds are provided for hospital 
care of the needy in 56 of Geor-| 
gia’s 159 counties. Only 20 of the | 
counties provide for care of their | 
indigent sick hospitalized in an-| 
other county. 

A survey committee sent out. 
hundreds of questionnaires in 
compiling data on hospital care 
of the indigent. One doctor in a 
Georgia county without a hos-| 
pital replied: ‘“There undoubted- 
ly is an occasional death in this | 
county which would have been | 
preventable except for the pa-| 
tient’& poverty.”’ 

The committee reported that 
paying hospital patients are be- 
ing forced to pay not only for 
their own care but for that of) 
the indigent, too. 


‘“‘A way must be found,”’ the 
survey report noted, ‘‘to make 
hospital charges have a direct 
relationship to the actual cost of) 
services provided individual pa-| 
tients. If hospital rates were es-| 
tablished in closer relationship to| 
costs, many more patients would | 
be willing and able to pay the 
cost of hospital care.”’ 


Survey findings revealed that| 
paying patients in hospitals ‘‘are 
making a compulsory charitable 
contribution to defray the costs 
of ‘free’ community services of 
hospitals.”’ 

Allcorn was chairman of the | 
survey committee. Other mem-| 
bers were Dr. Milford B. Hatch- 
er and Wiley P. Jackson, both of 
Macon.

Mr. Marshall, addressing a local writers 
group, had to answer some questions about his reasons for stick- 
ing to gory tales of derring-do and bosomy heroines instead of 
writing to inform and persuade.

Movies, the more successful ones, hardly ever constitute a 
“pot of message.”’ Like Mr. Marshall they usually reap rich re- 
wards by diverting and entertaining. 

But theré’s one movie I saw the other day (in a little screen- 
ing room on Film Row in the bright mid-afternoon—and that 
still strikes me as an illicit time of day to be going to the movies!) 
which comes close to having a message without sacrificing a bit 


of its entertainment value. The picture is called ‘These Wilder 


Years” and it will be opening here in a couple of weeks, I 
imagine. 


Its message is one that frequently troubles me and, I sup- 
pose, most other people of the blood-is-thicker-than-water school. 
And that is the question: What rights has a natural parent toward 
the child he gave up for adoption in its infancy? 

Now and then that question crops up in the news. Some mother 


or father who for one reason or another—usually illegitimacy 
gives up a baby when it is born, lives to regret it. Is there any 
going back? Can remorse and loneliness and a middle-aged long- 
ing for someone of your own give you any slight claim on that 
young stranger you fathered or gave birth to? 


A very gifted newspaperman turned screen writer explored that 
question in ‘“‘These Wilder Years’’—with the able assistance of two 
old-timers, James Cagney and Barbara Stanwyck, and two new- 
comers, Betty Lou Keim and Don Dubbins. The author of the 
story is Ralph Wheelwright, a former Los Angeles reporter whose 
adventures in covering Sister Aimee Semple McPherson I once 
recounted here after a trip to Hollywood. 


Mr. Wheelwright is a serious writer of great feeling and 
fidelity, and I was prepared to like the story the moment I saw 
his name in the screen credits. But that doesn’t mean that ‘“These 
Wilder Years’ is a solemn tome which depresses and disturbs. 
It is a warmly, imaginatively told tale of a self-made millionaire 
(Mr. Cagney) who leaves off making money to go back to a little 
town where he was once a college football star and seek the son 
he renounced at his birth 20 years ago. 

Barbara Stanwyck plays the director of The Haven, a refuge 
for unwed mothers, where the baby was born. The struggle be- 
tween them is moving and suspenseful. The millionaire is pre- 
pared to spend unlimited time and money to learn the identity and 
address of his son. Walter Pidgeon, though aged more than I 
like to admit, is very charming as the millionaire’s high priced 
slightly unscrupulous lawyer. 


And the two young people in the picture—Betty Lou Keim, 
playing another unwed mother, and Don Dubbins, the grown-up 
son—are very fine. The funny pitiful pride of the girl, lying about 
rich parents and a sweetheart killed in the Air Force when she 
was in truth unwanted and unloved herself, makes you under- 
stand the no-holds-barred fight put up by The Haven’s superin- 
tendent to protect the happiness and security of countless adopted 
children. She says something about the love of one baby making 
you concerned for all babies and it is so true. 


The only thing that disturbed me about the picture was the 
way all my old favorites, Cagney, Pidgeon and Miss Stanwyck, 
have allowed themselves to acquire gray hair, wrinkles and 
assorted bulges and pouches.
